AWARD 


T he above Industrial Dispute was referred by the Kerala Government 
for adjedication to this court under Section 10 (1) (C ) of the Industrial 
Disputes Act of 1947 (Central Act XIV of 1947) by their order G. O. Rt. 
No. 1303772 /LBR dated 5-12-1972. 

The issue referred for adjudication is " Alleged illegal dismissal of 
Sri K. K. Balakrishna Pillai, Attender" . 

By the award dated 29th January 1977 my learned predecessor set 
aside the order of the management terminating the service of Sri 
K. K. Balakrishna Pillai and directed the ruanagement to roinstate him in . 
service with backwages from 2-12-1971 till his reinstatement, finding that 
his retrenchment was illegal. 

The management challenged the award before the Hon ble High Court 
in O. P No. 1572 of 1977- D The High Court by its judgme t dated 
23-12-1977 set aside the award and directed this court to decide before 
31-3-1978 the question of validity or otherwise of the retrenchment and also 
the question of the relief to be granted to the workman in case the retrench 
met is found to be invalid , after affording both parties sufficieut chance to 
adduce evidence on these questions, 

Accordingly the case was posted for evidence and the management 
examined 2 witnesses on their side as M.Ws. 1 and 2 and the union exaquiard 
again W. W. 1 the workman concerned ; the other witnesses in the schedule 
of witnesses were given up . While the case thus,stood posted for evidence, 
themanagement filed an additional counter statement also . 
Now , the facts of the 

case are bricfly. the following : Sri 
K.K.Balakrishna Pillai joined service as an attehder on 16-8-1967 and his 
service was terminatrd by one month s notice with effect from 2-12-1971 on 
the ground of fina cia c isis. According to the union , it was a case of 
dismissal without valid reasons and the financial disticulties envisaged in the 
notice terminating the services of the workman were not true and were set 
up as pretext for s.cking him from service. So the order of dismissal has 
to be set aside and the management has to be directed to reinstate the 
workman with back wages. On the other hand the managemint s contention 
is that the workman was not dismissed from service, but he was retrenched 
after giving a month s notice and the retrenchment was necessitated by 
financial crisis. The bank was sustaining loss steadily and by 1969-70 the 
working of the bank vitually came to a stand still. The Government then 
appointed an administrator, superseding the Board of Directors, with 
instructions to revive the bank and to carry out necessary reforms in that 
belialf. There were five employees in the bank who had practically no 
work and so the administritor retrenched a Clerk and the Atterider after 
giving them one month s notice. Since the retrenchment was lawful and 
sinethe bank is 1.0t in a position to pay wages , the claim of the union to 
reinstate the workman with back wages has to be rejected . 


As I have already stated , after remand of the case and when the case 
stood posted for evidence , the management filed an additional counter. Ia 
that it is contended : This court has no jurisdiction to adjudicate the 
question whether the retrenchment is legal or not since the issue referred to 
this court for adjudication is the alleged dismissal of the employee and 
since there is no plea or cvidence relating to the condition - Precedent for 
a retrenchment and since tie illegality or other-wise of the action of the 
Administrator appointed under the provisions of the Co -operative Societies 
Act is not within the purview of the I. D. Act. The workman was having 
alternate employment " oneor two mechanised fishing boats" after he 
was rel.eved from the bank.. 

At the outset I must say that the contention of the management regard 
ing jurisdiction of this court raised in the addirional counter statement is 
unsustainable for more reasons than one . The Hon ble High Court has 
remitted the case to this count for consideration of the two quest ons already 
mentioned and the judgment of that court is binding on the partics. Then 
· agan parties have submitted to the jurisdiction of this court. Further, 

there is no law citer in the I. D. Act or the Co-operative Societies Act 
prohibiting consideration of the two questions by this court as directed by 
the High Court. 

The two questions to be considered are: 
(1) Validity or otherwise of theretrenchmentofSri K.R. Balakrishna 

(2) The relief to be granted to him in case the retrenchment is found 
invalid . 

Question 1 : This court has earlier found that it was a case of retrench 
ment and that finding was upheld by the Hon ble High Court also . So the 
1st question to be considered is whether the retrenchment was valid or not. 
Section 25F of the Industrial Disputes Act reads thus " No workman 
employed in any industry who has been in continuous service for not less 
than one year under an employer shall be retrenched by that employer 
until - 
(a ) the workman has been given one month s notice in writing indi 

cativg.the reasons for retrenchment and the period of notice 
has expired , or the workman has been paid in lieu of such 

notice , wages for the period of the notice : 
Provided that no such notice shall be necessary if the retrenchment is 
under an agreementwhich specifies a date for the termination of service; 
(b ) the workman has been paid , at the time of retrenchment, comp 

ensation which shall be equivalent to fifteen days average pay 
for every completed year of continuous service br any part 
thereof in excess of 6 months; and 


(c) notice in the prescribed manner is served on the appropriate 

Government or such authority as may be specified by the 
appropriate Government by notification in the Official 


Gazette. " 


In the written statement of the management it is specifically stated thut . 
Sri K.K. Balakrishna Pillai was given one month s notice indicating the 
reasons for terminating his service. This isnot refuted in the replication : 
So condition (a ) has been satisfied. But condition (c) has not been 
satisfied. However that is not fatal to the retrenchment as held in 1964 (1) 
L.L : J.951 (A.I.R. 1964 S.C. 1617) . As to condition (b ), it is not 
satisfied . The management has no case that Sri Balakrishna Pillai was paid 
compensation as provided in condition (b ): Non compliance with that 
condition renders the impugned retrenchment invalid and in -operative in 
law . I find accordingly . 

Question 2 : I have found that the retrenchment of SriK.K.Balakrishna 
Pillai is invalid and. įnoperative. The consequence is it becomes an unlaw 
fuil termination of service and the workman will be entiiled to reinstatement 
and full wages for the period he is kept out of employment, provided he 
was not alternately employed . The management has now a case that 
Sri K.K. Balakrishna Pillai has an alternate employment as Manager of 
the fishirg boats ofone Gomathi Amma even after his retrenchment. In 
suppot of this case M.Ws. 2 , and 3 have been examined M.W.2 is the 
present President of the Management Society and M.W.3 claims to have 
been a boat- driver ofGomathi Amma formerly. The evidence of M.W.1

He has further admitted that he has never asked Gomathi Amma . 
Further, neither. Gomathi Amina nor her husband has been examined . 
M.W.2 would say that Sri. Balakrishua Pillai was in the service of Gomathi 
Amma from 1971 end along with him and that this witness purchased 
a boat getting loan in 1972 and went away . He admits in cross-examina 
tioncoomlwmw jos boat- 108 CREJT 010 °Mod Monnondo ngmormy 
Port Office -m condomzo. Cosm100was boat-ondo GOJO " 01gjim 
30mlado 11006B0. 2390 ° morao Minor Port Office- Joom " . Such 
records would have been the best cvidence, but no such record has been 
produced . So the evidence of M.Ws.2 and 3 that Shri Balakrishna Pillai 
is employed under Gomathi Amma is unworthy of credit. The wo:ker as 
W.W.I has denied any such employment. In the additional counter, filed 
by the management after remand , even what is alleged is that Sri 
Balakrishna Pillai was having alternate employment in one or two mecha . 
nized fishing boats ” . The allegation is so vague. Therefore, I do not 


believe that Sri- Balakrishna Pillai had any alternate employment at any 
time. The result is that he is entitled to reinstatement and full wages for 
the period he is out of employment. I find as stated above. 

In the result , I pass an award setting aside the order terminating the 
service of SriK.K. Balakrishna Pillai, Attender, and directing the manage 
ment to reinstate him in service with backwages from 2-12-1971 till his 
reinstatement. 

This award will take effect on the expiry of 30 dıys of its publication 
in the Kerala Government Gazette as enjoined in Section 17 A (1 ) of the 
Industrial Disputes Act.

“ TheGovernment of Kerala have referred the above Industrial Dispute 
between the Chief Executive, Kerala Spinners Ltd., Komalapuram , Alleppey 
and the workmen of the above company represented by the General 
Secretary , The Kerala Commercialand Factories Staff Association , Alleppey 
for adjudication to this Court under Section 10 ( 1) ( C ) of the Industrial 
Disputes Act of 1947. The reference was made by order G.O (Rt.) No 693 
76 /LBR dated 13-5-1976 and is in respect of the issue of " dismissal of Sri 
Immanual K.Thomas , Clerk " . 

The charge against the dismissed clerk was that the Factory Manager 
.found him sleeping in C shift at 2.50 a . m . on 10-10 1974 and inspite of the 
warning given to him then and there, he was again found sleeping at 3.30 
a. m . in the department by the Factory Manager. A domestic enquiry 
followed and the clerk was dismissed from service . 

In the claim statement also the charge is denied saying that since the 
minagementhas not provided any rest room the clerk was only taking rest in 
his scat b . resting his head between his palms on his table at a recess 
allowed by the company and that he was not sleeping. The evidence given 
by the M nagome it in the enquiry will prove this and hence the findings of 
the enquiry o licer were bad and incorrect. The dismissal order is vitiated 
-s no shoriausc notice was given to the worker before the dismissal order 
w.isis od to him . Not eve: the finings of the En , uiry Officer were let 
knw to him before the dismissal order. The dismissal order is based also 
on prior charges ag inst the clerk which were not subject of the enquiry. 

Ticmanagement has filed a counter statement saying that that the clerk 
concerned was actu llyf und sleeping y the Factory Manager not at recess 
ti ne; thit the dometic enq .iry conducted against him was proper and 
adhering to all principles of natural justice, that the management alter cara , 
ful consideration of the evidence at the enquiry and the report and findings 
of the Enquiry Onicer decided to dismiss the clerk , in so dismissing the 
managernent considered also the previous records of the clerk which were 
all ag. in t him , th t it is not obligatory on the part of the management to 
give a sçc ind :how cause notice or the findings of the enquiry officer , and 
that the clerk is not entitled to any relief... 

The Staff As - ciation h: s filed a replication in tune with the claim 
stitcmcnt. 

! The prilimin ry issue t . be considered at this stage of the case is 
-whether thrre was proper-domestic enquiry . In considering th - t issue the 
pa pristy of the fi din s of the Enquiry Officer has also to be considered . 

The Preliminary Issue:-The fact that the domestic enquiry was proper was 
t challenged bcforce, at the time of arguments, the findings of the 
en uiry officer alone were challen , cd before me. A careful reading of the 
pedig would also indicate that the propriety of the enquiry was not at 

1.have therefore to hold that the enquiry was proper.

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Now , as to the findings of the Enquiry Officer, the case of the Staff 
Association is that the evidence adduced by the management before the 
enquiry officer would itself prove that the worker was not guilty. I shall . 
hence consider the entire evidence furnished before the Enquiry Officer 
Exto. Mi to M5 were marked before me. Ext. M6 is the show cause notice 
dated 11-10-1974 issued to the workman . Ext. M3 is the explanation dated 
12-10-1974 given by the worker in answer to Ext. M4, and Ext.M5 is the 
dismissal order dated 7-12-1974. Ext. M2 scries are the proceedings of the 
enquiry and Ext.Miis the Enquiry Report- Containing the findings of the 
Enquiry Officer 

In Ext. M1, the finding of the Enquiry Officer is that the delinquent 
clerk Vas guilty of the charge levelled against him . Before the Enquiry 
Officer 4 witnesses were examined for the management and two for the 
worker. The witnesses examined for the ma agement were ( 1) Sri 
K. Philip , the Factory Manager-cum -Spinning Master. (2 ) Krishna Pillai, 
Checker in the Kerala Spinners (3 ) Dallus A , Pericra , Winder and (4 ) 
V. A. Michael, Shift- in - charge. 

The defence witnesses 

were (1 ) Sri 
P. G. Babu , Bobbin Carrier (2) Sri T. R. Gopalakrishnan , another worker 
of the Kerala Spinners . 

As already stated the charge against the delinquent worker is that twice 
he was found by the f.ctory Manager, asleep at duty time in his scat, at 
2.50 a . m . ant at 3.30 a , m , on 10-10-1974 inspite of the warning given by 
theManager at 2.50 a m . The charge was denied by the worker in his 
explanation Ext. M3. According to him it was recess time and for want of 
a resting room he was in his seat resting, and not sleeping, by holding his 
head between his palms on the table in front. In vie..of the above denial 
of charge , the burdea to prove the charge on the management. 

As already stated 4 witnesses were examined for the management in the 
domestic enquiry. The Ist witness is the Factory Manager . He swears te 
have seen the delinquent asleep at his table in the reeling department at 
2.50 a . m ., he then w ke him up and warned him , after taking a r und ir 
the spinning and simplex departments whea he returned to the delinquents 
seat by about 3 a. m . he found the delinquent again sleeping in his seat, he 
thereupon instiucted Dulles A. Periera to stand by and sec nobody 
wakes him up and that Dulles A. Periera later told him that the delinquent 
later wike up at the sound ofmoving trollies bringing doffs for weighment . 
There is nothing in the cross examination of this witness at least to suggest 
that there was some motive for this witness to swear against the delinquent 
worker. On the other hand, the cross-examination would indicate that 
since there was no special room allotted for workers he had the right to take 
rest at his scat. To this defence the witness has stated that normally the 
workmen used the wrapping room for taking rest. 

Dulles A. Periera fully corroborates the version of the Factory Manager. 
He swears that as instructed by the Factory Manager he stood by the side 
of the delinquent while he was sleeping and that the delinquent woke up at 
the sound of the trollics and he told so to the Factory Manager later . 


Krishna Pillai the Checker also swears to have seen the delinquent asleep at 
his scat, at about 2.45 asm . and the Factory Manager waking him up . 
Later he was told by the Factory Manager near the main gate that the 
delinquent was again sleeping and he should not be disturbed. Coming 
to the delinquent s seat Krishna Pillai again saw the delinquent asleep in 
his seat and Dulles A. Periera standing nearby . 

The factory manager on seeing the delinquent sleeping again had 
instructed not to allow him to make any weighmentwhen he wakes up . So 
wřen he woke up at the sound of the trollies and on kno ving about the 
instructions, he went and met the Factory Manager. Michael, the shift in 
charge swears to the conversation that ensued between the Factory Manager 
and the delinquent. I see no reason to disbelieve any of these witnesses of 
the management. 

The defence witness Babu would also admit to have seen Dulles 
standing near the delinquent s seat as instructed by the Factory Manager 
and that he was instructed by the Factory Manager not to get the doffes 
weighed by the delinquent. But despite he would say he went to the delin 
quent with trolly containing doffes for weighment and then the delinquent 
was awake. In view of the admitted instructions given to the witness by the 
Factory Manager, when he says that he went to the delinquent for wrigh 
mint of doffs he cannot be believed : Even if he had so gone to the delin: 
quent, the delinquent could have woke up by the sound of the trolly . So 
his evidence docs not strike against the evidence of the management witnes 
sees . 

Defence witness Gopalakrishnan does not swear to the defence case , 
He only pleads ignorance. Thus there is clear and over-whelming evidence 
in support of the charge against the accused . Hence I uphold the finding 
of guilty arrived at in the enquiry held against the delinquent worker. 

In the result, I find that the domestic enquiry held against Sri 
Immanuel K. Thomas was proper end uphold the finding of guilty entered 
against him by the Enquiry Officer. Parties will be heard on the question of 
punishment. 

The above is the preliminery order passed by me on 13-12-1977. There 
after the case was heard on the question of punishment. 

The charge as already stated is that the worker was found sleeping in his 
seat at 2 50 a. m . on 10-10-1974 and inspite of warning given to him then 
and there by the Factory Manager he was again found sleeping at 3.30 a.m ; 
the same day. For this misconduct on the part of the worker Sri Immanuel 
K. Thomas was dismissed from service by Ext.M5 order dated 7-12-1974 
with effect from the date of service of the order on the worker. Thus he is 
out of service for more than 3 years. There is no concrete evidence to hold 
that the misconduct was not at the recess time. So in effect, the worker s 
misconduct was his sleeping at his seat at recess time, inspite of warning 
given to him by the management. For such misconduct,it cannot be said 
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that the management has no authority to dismiss the worker. But consider. 
ing the situation and circumstances of the case , I think the punishment is dis 
proportionate to the misconduct committed by the worker. As I have stated 
he has been out ofservice for more than 3 years now and that itself would 
be sufficient punishment for him for his acts of misconduct and for his 
improvement in future. 

In the result , I pass an award setting aside the dismissal order in 
Ext.M5 and directing the management to reinstate Sri Immanuel K. Thomas 
in service , but as a new entrant without back wages and without any bene 
fits of past services. 

This award will take effect on the expiry of 30 days of its publication in 
the Kerala Government Gazette as enjoined in Section 17 A (1) of the 
Industrial Disputes Act.

Bye-laws framed by the Municipal Council, Palai, under section 
347 (5 ) (A ) ( B ) ( C ) ( D ) ( E ) (F ) (G ) ( H ) and ( I) of the Kerala 
Municipalities Act 1960 (Act 14 of 1961) for the control 

and management of the Palai Water Supply 
1. (a ) These bye- laws shall be called Palai Water Supply 
Bye-laws. 

(b ) They shall apply to the water supply and distribution system 
in the PalaiMunicipal Town . 

2. In these by- laws unless there be anything repugnant in the subject 
or context, - 

(a) " Act” means the Kerala Municipalities Act, 1960 (Act 14 of 1961) . 

(b ) “ Commissioner " means the Commissioner of the Palai 
Municipality ; 

(c) “ Communication pipe " means the pipe that is laid from the 
end of the house connection and from which pipes called " Supply pipe " are 
taken off for the purposes of distribution of water . 
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(d ) “ House connection " means the connection by pipe from the 
public water main to the limit of the house or premises concerned or to the 
meter whichever is farther from the main ; 

(e) “ Water supply installation " means the pipe work and fittings 
within the house , or premises concerned excluding the house connection ; 

(f) " Service pipe” means the pipe taken off from the supply pipes 
to the various parts of the premises of buildings to feed taps; and 

(g ) " Supply pipe” means the pipe line that is taken off from 
communication pipe and from which smaller pipes called " Service pipe 
are taken to the various parts ofthe premises or buildings; 

(h ) “ Water Supply" means the water supply within the Municipal 
Town of Palai, 

(i) “ Municipal Council" means the Municipal Council , Palai 

3 . Except in so far as otherwise provided in the Act or in these bye 
laws, theMunicipal Council shall be responsible for all works connected 
with water supply distribution system in the town from the storage tanks . 
All works connected with water supply up to and including the storage tanks 
shall be maintained by Public Health Engineering Department at the cost of 
the Municipal Council . The Officers of the Public Health Engineering 
Department not below the rank of an Executive Engineer or any officer 
not below the rank of Assistant Engineer duly authorised by the Executive 
Engineer in this behalf may at any time inspect any 

work executed 
by the Municipal authorities in respect of the water supply distribution 
system in the town and issue such directions as they may deem fit. The 
Municipal authorities shall give effect to such directions . 

4. (a ) “ Every application for supply of water for domestic consum 
ption and use under section 159 (1) and for non - domestic purpose and use 
under section 160 of the Kerala Municipalities Act, shall be in writing 
and signed by the owner or occupier of the building . The application for a 
permanentsupply be in Form No. 1 and that for a temporary supply be in 
Form No. 14 hereunto annexed . The work necessary for the supply shall 
not be commenced until the applicant has deposited with the Commissioner 
the estimated cost of the connection as provided in bye-law 4 (c)" . 

(b ). The Municipality shall give connection only up to the metering 
point and the internal pipe laying will be done by the party through 
licensed plumber . 
(c) " On receipt of an application for the supply of water 

under 
clause (a) of this bye law the Commissioner shall cause an estimate 
to be prepared towards the cost of providing house connection and issue the 
applicant a notice in Form No. 2 appended to these bye-laws intimating him 
of the estimated cost inclusive ofmaterials and 5 % centage charges on such 
ost, the list of articles necessary for the connection and calling upon him to 
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deposit an amount which will be the aforesaid amount less cost of materials 
and to supply the articles as per the list in the Municipal Office within the 
time fixed therein " . 

(d ) If deposit be made and articles supplied as called for the 
Commissioner shall issue a receipt to the applicant and provide as early as 
possible the house connection applied for . 

( e) If the amount be not deposited within the time fised in the notice 
or within such further time asmay be allowed by the Commissioner, he may 
reject the application . 

(f) If the actual cost of the house connection exceeds the amount depo 
sited by the applicant under by-law 4 (c ) the excess amount shall be paid by 
the applicantwithin one week of the demand notice made therefor by the 
Commissioner in Form No. 3 but if the actual cost be less than the deposited 
amount, the balance amount shall be refunded to the applicant on executing 
a receipt, 

(g ) If the excess amount be not paid by the applicant as required 
under by -law 4 (f) or within such further time as may be allowed by the 
Commissioner, he may realise such amount from the applicant or withhold 
supply of water to the applicant till the amount is remitted in full. 

(h ) The internal pipe laying should be done through a licensed 
plumber. Along with application for house connection the applicant 
must produce the estimate and plan in duplicate of the water supply in 
stallation prepared by a plumber licensed by the Commissioner together 
with supervision charges of 5 % of the total cost of (including cost of 
materials) the proposed work : 

Provided that in case of supply to Government buildings, the supervision 
and other charges shall not be payable in advance to the Commissioner. The 
plans and estimate should be prepared and submitted by the Public Works 
Department. 

5. Every application for a new water supply service connection or 
alteration must be accompanied by a fee of Rs. 5 with plans in dupli 
cate showing the position of the nearest main , existing tap and proposed 
taps drawn to a scale of not less than 5 metres to one c. m . A fee of Rs. 5 
must be accompanied for every application for repairing or cleaning service 
connections. The fee once remitted will not be refunded under any 
circumstances. 

6. (a ) No repairs to any house connection shall be made except 
through the Commissioner. 

(b ) Application for such repairs shall be made to the Commissioner 
in writing and the provisions of by-laws 4 and 5 shall as far as may be 
applicable to them . 

(c) Along with the application for repairs the applicant shall de 
posit with the Commissioner an estimate fee of five rupees which in no case 
shall be refunded . 


7. (a) When , in theopinion of the Commissioner, any house connection 
stands in urgent need of repairs, he may after issuing notice to the owner or 
occupier of the house or premises concerned in Form No. 4 calling upon 
him to deposit the estimated cost of repairs, start the work of repairs. 

(b ) If immediate action is necessary, the Commissioner shall before 
giving such notice carry out the urgent repairs and recover the cost from the 
party as arrears of taxes . 

(c) If the cost of repairs is not deposited within the period fixed 
in the notice, the Commissioner shall realise the amount from the owner 
or occupier or arrange to cut off the supply of water from the premises 
concerned . The supply of water may be restored after the amount with the 
charges for the restoration of the supply as may be fixed by the Commissioner 
is remitted by the owner or the occupier in full 

(d ) If the actual cost of repairs is more or less than the estimated cost 
the difference shall as the case may be recovered from or refunded to the 
owner or the occupier . 

8. Whenever any supply ofwater has to be cut off from any house or 
premises under the provisions of the Act or these bye -laws the Commissioner 
may do so : 

Provided that the Commissioner shall before cutting off the supply of 
water , issue a notice : 

(i) In Form No. 5 when the supply is to be cut off under clause 

(a ) of subsection ( 1) of section 163 of the K. M. Act . 
(ii) In Form No. 6 when the supply is to be cut off under clause 

(b ) of subsection (1) of section 163 of theK.M. Act. 
(üi) In Form No. 7 when the supply is to be cut off under clause 

(c) of subsection (1) of section 163 of the K. M. Act. 
(iv) In Form No. 8 when the supply is to be cut off under clauso 

(d ) of subsection (1) of section 163 of the K. M. Act. 
(v) In Form No. 9 when the supply is to be cut off under clause 

(e ) of subsection ( 1) of section 163 of the K.M. Act. 
(vi) In Form No. 10 when the supply is to be cut off under clause 

(1) of subsection (1) of section 163 of the K. M.Act . 
(vii ) In Form No. 11 when the supply is to be cut off under clause 

(8 ) of subsection (1) of section 163 of the K. M , Act. 
(viii) In Form No. 12 when the supply is to be cut off under clause 

(b ) of subsection (1) of section 163 of the K. M.Act. 
9. (a) Whenever any house connection is to be closed temporarily 
the owner or occupier can do so for which he shall apply in writing to 
the Commissioner along with a remittance of a fee of Rs. 5 . 

(b ) Along with the application for reconnection the applicant 
shall remit an amount of Rs. 5 . 
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10. (a ) No house connection shall be allowed in any locality where 
the capacity and pressure of the public water mains do not permit a separate 
supply being given to the house or premises situated therein without detri 
ment to service through public street fountain. 

(b ) Any owner or occupier of a dwelling house in any street or public 
lane or road through which no main has been already laid down may have 
street main laid for the supply of water to such dwelling , if there are 5 
houses on such street and the owners requiring service connection apply for 
the same, in writing to the Commissioner . The Commissioner on receipt of 
such applications shall arrange to have estimate prepared and apply to the 
Council for neces:any allotment and sanction to carry out the work within 
a reasonable time. " The laying of the street main will be carried out 
within a reasonable time after the water supply installation in the premises 
of the applicants are completed and necessary agreements executed by them 
undertaking to pay the Councilminimum charges amounting to Rs. 15 per 
month for a minimaperiod of 3 years and depositing with the Council an 
amount of Rs. 180 as advance . The minimum charges and deposit will be 
divided equally among the applicants ." 

(c) Bye- law 10 (b ) shall come into force only after the second stage 
of the Palai Water Supply Scheme is completed . 

11. (a ) No person other than plumbers duly licensed by the 
Commissioner shall be employed by the owner or occupier of a house or 
premises in the construction , alteration , repair or extension of any water 
supply installation . 

(b ) Water supply installation shall be laid only in accordance with 
the bye- laws in the schedule and in accordance with the plan and 
specifications approved by the Commissioner in Form No. 13. 

12. No connection shall be established between any water supply 
installation and the house connection excspt through the Commissioner and 
no installation shall be connected with the house connection until the installa 
tion has been inspected and approved by the Commissioner or Municipal 
Engineer or any other Officer acting under the orders of the Commissioner . 

13. (a ) Except with the previous sanction of the Commissioner no 
alteration or extension shall be made to any water supply installation . 

(b ) Repairs to water supply installation may however be made by 
the owners or occupiers of house or premises after giving intimation to the 
Commissioner of the nature of the repairs to be done, the work of repairs 
being entrusted to licensed plumbers only as provided in bye-laws 11 (a ). 

14. In the case of Service Connection to Schools , Clubs, Cinemas , 
Theatres, Hotels , Coffee and Tea shops, Restaurants, Commercial and 
Industrial Establishments , Temples, Mosque , Churches , Convents , 
Educational Institutions, Hostels, Boarding Houses, Railways Public Baths 
and Public Latrines , Hospitals, Dispensaries, Public Offices, Mills, 
Workshops, Markets, Conservancy Depots , the supply shall be considered 
as supply for non -domestic purposes. They shall be charged at the rates 
specified therefor. 
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15. (a ) All taps, fittings etc., of a house service connection shall be 
so fixed as to afford facility for easy inspection by Municipal Inspecting 
Authorities. Every House owner or occupier shall afford all facilities for 
such inspection or mains of water supply being cut off where resistance is 
offered . 

(b ) No tap of any service connection shall be allowed in such a 
position as to render it liable to become submerged by water issuing from it 
or in a position where the spill or wash water cannot be discharged by 
gravitation to the nearest Municipal ditch or drain . 

(c) The risk of inlets to water tanks in house and public cattle 
watering troughs getting submerged and allowing back sympbonage should 
be eliminated completely by providing overflows below the level of the inlets, 
even when they are fitted with ball valves. 

(d) Any hand pump which may be permitted under the meter rate 
system shall be fixed on to the service pipe itself and nowhere else and 
every such pump shall be fitted . 

(e) No taps should be fitted up in close proximity to previes, urinals 
or open drains or places where injurious gases are likely to emanate and no 
taps or connections to any storage tank or reservoir shall be fixed as to per 
init the contents of tanks to symphone back into the supply pipe. 

16. The meter shall, be placed above ground level inside the house or 
premises concerned in such manner as to be adequately protected from 
damage by whether or other causes. 

17. Except as otherwise provided in the Act or in these bye-laws water 
shall be supplied for bona fide domestic purpose only . 

18. All the service connections will be charged on metered system . 
The approved meters shall be supplied either by the Municipal Council or 
the owner or occupier of the premises concerned . If so desired the owner or 
occupier may purchase meters from the Municipal Council also on payment 
of cost . In every case it shall be kept under the lock and key or seal of the 
Municipality and shall be read and maintained by them . In case the 
meter is supplied by the owner or occupier the meter must be of a type 
approved by the Public Health Engineering Department. Every house or 
premises to which water is supplied shall be provided with a separate house 
connection, separate stop cock and a separate meter for such house 
connection . 

The owner or occupier of the premises shall pay meter rent and main 
tenance charges at the following rates :

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In the case ofmeters supplied by the owner or occupier of the premises, 
only meter maintenance charge shall be recovered . 

19. Water drawn in any month for domestic purposes shall be charged 
at rate of Rs. 3 per unit of 4,000 litres (75 paise per 1000 litres) in excess 
of 4000 litres towards Rs. 3 charged as minimum and free allowance as per 
schedule to bye- law 20 of these bye-laws. 

The charge for supply of water for non domestic purposes such as 
schools, hospitals , dispensaries, temples, mosques, churches, convents, 
hostels and boarding houses, educational institutions, hotels, coffee and tea 
shops, restaurants, public offices, public baths and public latrines shall be 
charged at the rate of Rs. 4 per unit of 4000 litres in excess of 3000 litres 
towards Rs. 3 charged as minimum and the free allowance. 

20. (a ) The owner or occupier of any house or premises will be 
allowed to draw free of charges from his house connection for purpose shown 
in bye-laws 19 and 21 as per the following schedule . 

SCHEDULE OF FREE ALLOWANCES 
1. Building with an yearly property tax of Rs. 30 and below , 
4,000 litres per month . 

2. Building with an yearly property tax of above Rs. 30 and up to 
Rs. 60, 8000 litres per month . 

3. Building with an yearly property tax of Rs. 61 and above, 
100 litres per month for every additional tax of Re. 1 over the free allowance 
of 8,000 litres. 

Subject to a maximum of 20,000 litres per month . 
Note : --Supply of water to Municipal Buildings exclusively used by the 

Municipality shall be free of charge as decided by the Council 

from time to time. 
(b ) Free allowances under this schedule shall not apply to those 
buildings which are exempted from payment of property tax . 

21. The charges for supply of water for non -domestic purposes other 
than the purposes shown in bye-law , 19 above shall be Rs. 5 per 4000 litres 
(Rs. 1.25 per 1000 litres). 

22. The owner or oocupier shall pay to the Municipal Council a 
minimum charge of Rs. 3 per month for each connection irrespective of 
the units consumed or free allowance . Meter shall be read as far as possible 
before the 10th of every month and completed units of 1000 shall be recorded 
in bills. 

23 . (a ) The water charges should be paid in the Municipal Office 
within 15 days after the demand is made. The demand shall ordinarily be 
made within the 15th of the month succeeding that to which the consump 
tion related, in Form No. 15. 
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( b ) If the amount is not paid within the above period the Commis 
sioner shall be at liberty to cut off the service at any time 15 days after 
service of notice of demand of such arrears on the owner or occupier of 
the premises under section 163 of the Kerala Municipalities Act and the 
Council or the Commissioner shall not be liable for any damages for 
such cutting off of service . 

(c) Payment for all water supplied under the terms and conditions 
laid down in these bye-laws, if not made by the party concerned , within 
the time stipulated , shall be recoverable in the samemanner as in the case 
of the property tax . 

(a) A fine of P. 50 shall be levied for each connection for every 
15 days or part thereof in case of late payment. 

(e) A sum of Rs . 3 shall be charged for re-connecting in case water 
supply is cut off for non -payment of water supply bill. 

24. The meter reader shall note in the card kept in houses or 
premises the consumptions of water during the preceding month , 

(a ) Complaints, if any, relating to the accuracy of the reading should 
be made in writing to the Commissione; within 10 days of the delivery of 
the water bill, and in case the complaint relates to the non - receipt of the 
bill it should be made before the end of the month . 

25 . (a ) The owner or occupier of any house or premises may apply 
to the Commissioner or any person authorised in that behalf to have the 
meter tested . A testing fee of Rs. 3 shall be paid along with the 
application . 

(b ) When the application is made and the testing fee is paid, the 
meter shall be tested . If on testing it is found that the quantity registered 
by the meter exceeds 10 per cent of the correct quantity the testing fee shall be 
refunded to the applicant by adjustment in the bill for the succeeding 
month , otherwise it shall be credited to theMunicipal fund . The result 
of the testing shall be intimated to the applicant in Form No. 16. 

26. Notwithstanding anything contained in bye-law 25 the Commissioner 
or any other Officer authorised by the Commissioner may in his own 
initiative test any meter at any time between sunrise and sunset on giving 
not less than 24 hours notice in Form No. 17 to the occupier of the house 
or premises concerned . 

27. If un examination, any meter be found to be out of order and not 
registering correctly , the consumption during the period dating from the last 
reading till the repair of the meter or the putting up of a correct meter 
shall after notice in Form No. 18 be calculated at the average daily consum 
ption registered for any previous period (three months) during which in 
the opinion of the Commissioner, the meter was registering correctly and 
the consumption of water was" not abnormal. 
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28. (a ) The Commissioner shall cause to fix a Municipal meter for any 
service connection when the existing meter is defective or removed for repairs 
or otherwise aud shall collect rent for the same as prescribed under these 
bye-laws. 

(b ) The consumer shall arrange to repair any meter supplied by 
him which is found defective to the satisfaction of the Commissioner 
within a period of three montbs from the date on which the defect was first 
noticed . 

29. (a) The Commissioner or any person authorised by him , may 
without any notice, stop or reduce the supply of water in any public main 
or sub main for the purpose of making repairs or renewals; 

Provided thatwhen the stoppage is over an extensive area or is due 
to exigencies which cannot be forescen such previous intimation as is possi 
ble under the circumstances, shall be given by general tom -tom . 

(b ) The supply of water to any premises may after giving notice in 
Form No: 19 be cut-off for the purposes of making repairs renowals or any 
other work connected with water supply . 

30. The foregoing by -laws shall apply mutatis mutandis to all public 
institutions such as schools , temples, mosques, churches, public offices includ 
ing hospitals etc. 

31. (a ) Every boiler for generating steem which requires water shall be 
supplied with water from a cistern and not directly from the service pipe, 
and every such cistern shall be supplied with a ball valve , detective or a 
warning pipe, and proper means of access for inspection thereof. 

32. Every person to whom a house connection is given shall malatain 
the house connection in good order and repair . 

33. No persons shall break the seal or lock in the meter or break the 
glass on the dial or open the meter or alter index of the meter or prevent 
any meter from duly registering the quantity of water supplied or obstruct 
or use water before it has been registered a meter set up for measuring 
the same or permit or cause themeter to be stolen or damaged so that the 
meter may not duly register the quantity of water supplied . 

31. No person shall wilfully or negligently allow water from a stand 
post or public water tap run to waste. 

35. No person shall do anything to damage or disfigure the stand posts 
or platformsor to obstruct the flow of water from the platforms. 

36. No person shall bathe or spit or wash animals , cloths, utensils or 
vehicles, etc., at or near any public fountains, stand posts , hydrant or tap 
or shall draw water or cause water to be drawn therefrom for irrigation , 
constructions etc., purposes other than bonafide domestic purposes or for 
drinking .

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37. No person sh all draw water from stand posts, or public water tape 
or hydrants, for any purposes other than domestic purposes. 

38. No water- carts or barrels shall be filled at any public stand posts 
except at such stand posts as are specially provided for the purpose. These 
shall be indicated by notice boards put up by the Council. 

39. No person sbali so manipulate the stand posts or public water taps 
or hydragts as to secure a continuous flow of water for any purpose except 
for the extinction of fire. 

40. Except in the case of fire, no person not duly , authorised by the 
Commissioner shall open or in any way interferewith any main pipe or valve 
or fire plug (Hydraps) connected with the water supply . 

41. The Commissioner may at any time remove any fitting connected 
with any house connection for purpose of examining the conditions of or 
repairing such fittings. 

42. Water from a house service connection given for domestic consum 
ption and use, shall not be utilised for non -domestic purposes without the 
express permission of the Commissioner, 

43. The house owner or occupier shall not draw water from the 
• Municipal pipe supply through any hose or movable pipe or other device 
attached to the tap or taps sanctioned for the service connections. 

44. The Commissioner may sanction temporary connections for supply 
ofwater to a building during marriage or other occasions and to a premises 
for construction of buildings. Chargestherefore shall be levied at the rate 
of Rs. 10 per connection per day or part thereof for marriage and such 
functions and Rs. 5. per construction of buildings and for other purposes, 
in addition to a sum of Rs. 15 which shall be levied for making and break 
ing the connections at the main . Every such connection shall have only 
a 2.5 cm . tap and length of 3 meters of 2.5 cm . pipe at the end . All 
materials and enskilled labour required for the purpose shall be supplied 
by the applicant for such connection . 

45. The Municipal Council may grant assistance by way of loan to 
the house owners of the Palai Municipality for the installation of water 
supply pipes and for connection of water supply from the Municipal water 
main .

Assistance will be available to persons owning buildings inside 
the Palai Municipal town with a rental value of not less than Rs. 120 . 

47. Themaximum amount which will be advanced as loan will be 
limited to Rs. 2,000 or actual estimated cost whichever is less :

48. The loan will bear interest at 9 % per annum . A penal interest 
cf 2 % of the defaulted amount will be levied over and above the 
normal rate subject to a minimum of Rs. 1.50 per month on all over due 
instalments of principal and interest from the due date to the date of the 
actual payment.

51. The due date of payment of principal and or interest will be the 
5th of the month in which the payment is due. 

52. If any person defaults in repayment of any inst- Iments of principal 
and or ir terest on the due dates, or with penal interest, within 30 days from 
the date of default the entire loan shall become repayable in lump and the 
amount with interest and penal interest will be recovered as if it is an 
arrear of property tax.. , 

53. Application for loan shall be made in the prescribed ,form to the 
Municipal Commissioner - and shall be accompanied with a detailed plan 
and estimate of the installation prepared by.a licensed plumber. 

54. Every house.owner on receipt of the orders sanctioning the loan 
if no personal security is guaranteed shall execute a mortgage deed in favour 
of the Municipal Council of the property on which the water supply in 
stallation is proposed to be installed . The mortgage deed so executed shall 
be ia proper stamp paper . 

55. The applicant for loan in case where no personal security is 
offered shall assure the Municipal Commissioner that he is absolute owner 
of the property in which he has applied for water connection under this 
scheme and the property is free from any encumbrance or charge of any 
description whatsoever and are not subject to any atrachinent or restraint 
or alienation . 

55. Personal security offered by two employees ofGovernment, Private 
Schools , Affiliated colleges, scheduled banks, Government undertakings, 
Municipal Councils, Co-operative Societies having a basic pay of Rs. 250 or 
more per mensem shall be accepted as security not more than twice in 
respect of a person provided they have a further service of 12 years. 

57. Personal security , offered by 2 ind.viduals owning immovable *** 
properties of value not below 3 times the loan amount applied for within the 
Mnaicipal area and who are belo 55 years of age will also be acopted as 
security provided personal securities in respect of such persoies will not be

58. The Commissioaer will have the right to reject any spplicata on 
reasons to be rocorded in writing.

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59. Every applicant on receipt of orders sanctioning the loan shall 
execute an agreement in stamp paper for the due fulfilment of the conditions 
mentioned in the bye- laws and additional conditions if any imposed by the 
Municipal Council fom time to time. 

60. The party shall not in cases where no personal security is offered 
before the repayment of loan in full create any further lien or charge by 
way of pledge or otherwise create any encumbrance of any kind whatsoever, 
in respect of the property where the installat:ons are made without prior 
approval of the Municipal Commissioner.

( a ) Any person appaying to the Commissioner for a licence shall 
along with the application pay a licence fee of Rs. 20 and produce an 
agreement in Form No. 21 with the security amount of Rs. 100. 

(b ) - The Commissioner on being satisfied of the coinpetency of the 
applicantby practical examination or otherwise may issue a licence in 
Form No 20. If the application be rejected the licence fee and security 
amount depsited by the applicant shall be returned to hia . 

(c) . The licence shall hold good only for a period of one year 
from the date of issue of licence but they may be renewed year after year on 
payment of the renewal fee of Rs. 10... 

3. (a ) A list of licenced plumbers shall be kept in the Municipal 
Office . 

4. The plumbers shall carry out all water supply installation work : 
( including new installation , alteration and repair) subject to the bye- laws, 
and in accordance with the orders that may be issued from time to time by . 
the Commissioner or any person acting under his orders. 

5. The plumbers selected by the owner or occupier of a house or 
premises for the construction of a new water supply installation or for the 
extension , alteration or repair of an existing water supply installation shall 
present to the Commissioner an estimate ( in duplicate) with a specification 
describing the work and with a dimensioned . sketch plan of the proposed 
installation , extension , alteration or repair as the case may be. 

6. On approvalby the Commissioner under rule 5 of the Schedule the 
plumber may collect all the materials such as taps, pipes, valves, etc., nece 
ssary for the work , but shall not commence the work until the materials 
have been inspected and approved by the Commissioner or any office duly 
authorised by the Commissioner and until the plumber is satisfied that the 
owner or occupier has duly applied for house connection . 

7 : (a) The Commissioner or other officers of Municipal Council, 
authorised by the Commissicner in that behalf may inspect the works of 
plumbers at any stage. 

(b ) . If on inspection , it is found that any material used or work 
done is not of the approved pattern or specification the plumber shall in 
accordance with the orders of the officer concerned " replace the materials 
with materials of approved pattern or reconstruct the work ar the case 


may be, 


8. Any plumber requiring water to be shut off from or let on any 
place in conncetion with his work may apply to the Commissioner but shall 
on no account interfere with any street tap stop cock or valve for the 
purpose. 

9. Every plumber shallkeep a book in Form No. 22 supplied by the 
Commissioner in which he shall enter all details of work done by him in 
connection with any water supply installation . Such book shall be the 
property of the Municipal Council and shall be sent to the Commissioner 
for perusal and return , every month . 

10. (a ) The Commissioner tray by a written order fine a licenced 
plumber, suspend or cancelwith or without forfeiture of security the licence 
of any plumber who is guilty of breaking or evading any rule, hye-law or 
other orders of the Municipal Counc l or any Government order relating 
to water supply of fails to comply with any reasonable order given to him , 
by a duly authorised officer of the Municipal Council or whose work in the 
opinion of the Commissioner is not satisfactory . 

(b ) The order of the Commissioner shall be final subject to the 
result of any appeal to the Municipal Council filed within 30 days of the 
Communication of the order of the Commissioner to the plumber . 

11. Any p umber whose licence has been cancelled or suspended shall 
return his licence to the Commissioner within 24 hours of the communica 
tion to him of such cancellation or suspension . 

12. If two or more plumbers, form themselves in a company for 
partnership any penalty imposed under these bye-laws shall be operative 
against every plumber constituting such company or patnership unless the 
order imposing the penalty shows otherwise.

Preamble . — WHEREAS it is expedient further to amend the Kerala 
General Salestax Act, 1963, for the purposes hereinafter appearing ; 
BE it enacted in the Twenty-ninth Year of the Republic of India as follows : 

1 . Short title and commencement.- (1) This Actmay be called the Kerala 
General Salestax (Amendment) Act, 1978 . 

(2 ) It shall be deemed to have comeinto force on the 1st day of April , 
1978 . 


2. Amendment of section 2. - In section 2 of the Kerala General Salestax 
Act, 1963 (15 of 1963) (hereinafter referred to as the principal Act), - 
(1) in clause (viii), 

(i) sub - clause (a ) shall be omitted ; 
(ii) for sub -clause (e ), the following sub- clause shall be substi 

tuted , namely : 
" (e) a person who , whether in the course of business or not, sells 
(i) goods produced by him by manufacture, agriculture, horti 

culture or otherwise ; or 
(ii) trees which grow spontaneously and which are agreed to be 

severed before sale or under the contract of sale." ; 
(2 ) after clause (xvi), the following clause shall be inserted , namely: 
" (xvi-a) " person " includes 

(i) an individual; 

( ii ) a joint family ;

(iv) a firm ; 
(v ) an association of persons or a body of individuals, whether 

incorporated or not;

(4) to clause (xxvi), the following Explanation shall be added , namely : 

" Explanation.-- Notwithstanding anything contained in any other 
vision of this Act, in the case of goods which are taxable at the point of last 
purchase in the State by a dealer liable to tax under section 5 , and which 
are held as closing stock on the last day of any financial year, 
the amount for which such goods were purchased by the dealer shall be deemed 
also to be a part of his total turnover for the subsequent year or each of the 
subsequent years until such goods are either sold by him in the State or 
such purchase acquires the character of last purchase in the State in the hands 
of such dealer , and in case such purchase acquires the character of last pur 
chase in the State in the hands of such dealer, the turnover in respect of such 
purchase shall be liable to tax in the year in which the purchase acquires 
the character of last purchase ;" . 

3. Amendment of section 3. - In section 3 of the principal Act, after sub 
section (3), the following sub -sections shall be inserted , namely : 

" (4 ) The Board of Revenue or the Deputy Commissioner may, by 
order in writing, 

(a ) transfer any case or cases relating to any assessee or class of asses 
sees pending before an assessing authority to another assessing authority 
having jurisdiction to deal with such case or cases ; or 

(b ) specify one of the assessing authorities having jurisdiction over 
an area, which shall deal with any case or cases relating to any assessee or 
class of assessees .

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(5 ) Where any case is transferred to an assessing authority under clause 
(a) of sub-section (4), such assessing authority may deal with the case either 
de novo or from the stage at which it was transferred .” . 
4 . Amendment of section 5. - In section 5 of the principal Act, 

(a ) in sub-section (2 ), for the words " two thousand five hundred rupees" 
the words " ten thousand rupees” shall be substituted ; 

(b ) in sub -section (3), the following Explanation shall be inserted at the 
end, namely : 


“ Explanation. For the purposes of this sub -section , " component part” 
means an article which forms an identifiable constituent of any finished 
product, which along with others goes to make up the finished product 
and which is identifiable visually and is separable by a mechanical process 
and not by a chemical process , provided the identity of such article is not 
lost by separation ." ; 

(c) in sub -section (4 ), for the words " at the rate of four per cent of his 
taxable turnover in respect of the goods other than those specified in the 
First or Second Schedule" , the words " on his taxable turnover in respect of 
such goods” shall be substituted . 


5. Amendment of section 5A . - In section 5A of the principal Act, in the 
proviso to sub -section (2), for the words " two thousand five hundred rupees " 
the words " ten thousand rupees ” shall be substituted . 


6. Amendment of section 13 .-- In sub -section (2) of section 13 of the princi 
pal Act, for the words " two thousand five hundred rupees” , the words " ten 
thousand rupees” shall be substituted . 


7. Amendment of section 14. - In section 14 of the principal Act, 

(a ) after sub -section (2), the following sub -section shall be inserted , 
namely : 

" (2A) Where it appears necessary to the prescribed authority so 
to do for the proper realisation of the tax payable under this Act, it may, by 
an order in writing and for reasons to be recorded therein , impose as a con 
dition for the issue of the registration certificate a requirement that the dealer 
shall furnish in the prescribed manner and within such time as may be speci 
fied in the order such security as may be so specified .” ; 

(b ) in sub -section (4), for the words " security for the proper payment 
of tax" , the words, brackets , figure and letter " security, or if the dealer has 
already furnished any security in pursuance of an order under sub -section 
(2A ), addiional security, for the proper payment of tax shall be substituted . 
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8. Amendment of section 17. - In section 17 of the principal Act for sub 
sections (4), (5 ) and (6 ), the following sub -sections shall be substituted ,namely : 

“ (4 ) Notwithstanding anything to the contrary contained in sub -section 
(3 ), the assessing authority shall accept the return for any two years out of the 
three consecutive years beginning with the year 1976-77 submitted by any 
dealer whose total turnover as assessed under this Act according to the latest 
completed assessment and the total turnover specified in the return submitted 
by the assessee for the year for which the assessment is to be made accepting 
the return , does not exceed one lakh rupees and assess the dealer on the basis 
of such return : 


Provided that the provisions of this sub -section shall not apply if the tax 
due as specified in the return is less than the tax assessed according to the 
latest completed assessment by more than 

(a) 25 per cent, if the tax so assessed is not more than two hundred 
rupees ; 

(b ) 20 per cent, if the tax so assessed is more than two hundred rupees 
but less than five hundred rupees ; 

(c) 10 per cent, if the tax so assessed is not less than five hundred rupees : 


Provided further that the provisions of this sub -section shall not apply 
in the case of a dealer who has been punished or on whom a penalty has been 
imposed for evasion of tax for the year for which the return has been submitted . 

(5 ) It shall be competent for the Board of Revenue to fix the two years 
for which the returns shall be accepted for the purposes of sub -section (4 ), 
in respect of any dealer or class or group of dealers. 

(6 ) If in respect of any year out of the three years mentioned in sub 
section (4 ), the dealer is assessed in accordance with the provisions of sub 
section (3 ), then for the next two years the assessing authority shall accept 
the return submitted by him and assess him on the basis of such return unless 
the total turnover as assessed under this Act for the said year or the total 
turnover specified in the return submitted by the dealer for the year for which 
assessment is to be made is above one lakh rupees. 


(7) The provisions contained in the provisos to sub-section (4 ) shall, 
so far as may be, apply in respect of any assessment under sub-section (6 ). 

(8 ) The system of completing the assessment in accordance with the 
provisions of sub -section (3 ) for one year and then completing the assessment 
accepting the return for the next two years shall , subject to the conditions 
and limitations specified in this section , be continued for subsequent years.

( 9) For theremoval of doubts,it is hereby clarificd that nothing contained 
in sub -sections (4), (6 ) and (8 ) shall be deemed to exclude the operation of 
section 19 or section 27 in the case of a dealer assessed under any of the said 
sub -sections." . 


9. Insertion of new section 194. - After section 19 of the principal Act, 
the following section shall be inserted , namely :

Provided that before making any assessment under this clause, the 
assessing authority shall give the dealer an opportunity of being heard and 
make such other inquiry as it considers necessary ." .

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


The Committee on Commodity Taxation headed by Prof. J. S. 
Gulathi, appointed by the Government, has in its report made various 
recommendations for restructuring the rates of salestax on goods, 
for modifying exemption from sadestax , for plugging the loopholes 
for evasion of salestax and also for streamlining the administration 
of the salestax law . The Minister Finance and Law in his statement 
made in the Legislative Assembly on the 4th July , 1977 , indicated 
among other things, that a restructuring of the rates of Salestax in 
the light of the Gulathi Committee recommendations would be 
attempted during the year 1977-78 . The need for implementing the 
Gulathi Committee s recommendations was stressed by the Minister 
( Finance and Law ) in his Budget Speech dated the 14th March , 1978 
also . Accordingly it was proposed to implement certain recommenda 
tions of the Gulathi Committee, which were calculated to enhance 
the revenue , by suitably amending the Kerala General Sales Tax 
Act, 1963. It was also considered necessary to amend certain 
procedural provisions in the Kerala General Sales Tax Act, 1963, for 
making the administration of the law more efficient. As the Legisla 
tive Assembly was not in session and as the proposals had to be 
given effect to immediately , the Kerala General Sales Tax ( Amend 
ment) Ordinance, 1978 (10 of 1978 ), was promulgated by the Governor 
on the 31st March , 1978 . 

2. The Bill seeks to replace the Ordinance by an Act of the 
Legislature. 

3. The notes on clauses explain the various provisions contained 
in the Bill. 


FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 


The Bill, if enacted and brought into operation , would not 
involve any expenditure from the Consolidated Fund of the State. 


MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 

Sub - section (2A ) of section 14 of the Act, proposed to be inserted 
by clause 7 , empowers the Government to prescribe the manner in 
which security shall be furnished by the dealer under that sub - section . 
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Clause (a ) of new section 19A proposed to be inserted by clause 9 
confers power on the Government to prescribe the form of return 
to be submitted by the dealer to the assessing authority in respect 
of any amount received by, a dealer in any previous year, due to 
price variation . 

Clause 10 seeks to amend section 23 of the Act empowering the 
Government to specify in the rules , the time within which the tax 
assessed or other amount due under the Act shall be paid . 

The matters in respect of which rules may be made are only 
matters of administrative nature or of detail. The delegation of 
legislative power is thus of a normal character .

NOTES ON CLAUSES 


1. Clause 2. - This clause seeks to amend section 2 of the principal 
Act for the following purposes:-- 

( i) to modify the definition of the term dealer , 
( a ) to bring specifically a person who sells trees which grow 

spontaneously and which are agreed to be severed before 
sale or under the contract of sale , within the scope of the 

definition ; and 
(£ ) to define the term person in an exhaustive manner , 
(ii) to add a new Explanation to the definition of the term " total 

turnover" to the effect that the turnover in respect of the 
closing stock of goods liable to tax at the point of last 
purchase in the State shall be deemed to be a part of the 
total turnover for the subsequent year or each of the 
subsequent years in which such goods acquires the character 

of last purchase in the State in the hands of the dealers. 
2. Clause 3 .-- This clause seeks to amend section 3 of the Act for 
the purposc of empowering the Board of Revenue or the Deputy 
Commissioner to transfer any case or cases relating to any assessee 
or class of assessees pending before an assessing authority to another 
assessing authority having jurisdiction to deal with such case or cases 
and to specify one of the assessing authorities having jurisdiction 
over an area which shall deal with any case or cases relating to any 
assessee or class of assessees. 
3. Clause 4 : 

Sub -clause ( a ).-- This sub - clause seeks to amend sub - section (2 ) 
of section 5 of the Act to enhance the turnover limit for paynient 
of lax in respect of goods liable to single point salestax and declared 
goods from Rs 2,500 to Rs. 10,000. 

Sub-claude ( b ) .-- Under sub - section (3 ) of section 5 of the Act 
the tax payable by a dealer on the sale of goods mentioned in the 
First Schedule, to another for use by the latter as component part 
of any other goods mentioned in the said Schedule shall be the 
rate of one per cent. The word " component part" has not been 
defined in !he Act. This sub -clause seeks to add an Explanation to 
sub- section ( 3 ) of section 5 to specify the meaning of the term 
component part for the purposes of the section . 

Sub- clause ( c ).- Sub -section (4 ) of section 5 of the Act provides 
that every dealer registered under sub- section ( 3) of section 7 of the 
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Central Sales Tax Act, 1956 , shall whatever be the quantum of his 
total turnover pay tax for each year in respect of the sale of the 
goods with reference to the purchase of which he has furnished a 
declaration under sub - section (4 ) of section 8 of the Central Sales 
Tax Act, 1956 at the rate of four per cent of his taxable turnuver 
in respect of the goods other than those specified in the First or 
Second Schedule. This sub-clause seeks to modify sub -section (4 ) 
of section 5 to the effect that the turnover in respect of goods specified 
in the First and the Second Schedules to the Act in such cases should 
be taxed under the provisions of sub -section (4 ) of section 5 without 
following the turnover limit. 

4 . Clause 7. — Under the existing provisions in sub -section (4 ) of 
section 14 of the Act, the registering authority has the power to 
demand security for proper payment of tax from any dealer who 
has applied for renewal of registration . This clause seeks to amend 
that section to empower the registering authority to demand security 
even at the time of initial registrations and also for den anding 
additional security, at the time of renewal of registration . 

5. Clause 8. - Sub -sections (4 ) , (5 ) and (6 ) of section 17 deal with 
simplified system of assessment of small dealers whose turnover 
does not exceed Rs. 1 lakh per annum . This clause seeks to anend 
that section for the sake of further simplification of the procedure 
for assessment of such dealers . 

6. Clause 9. - This clause seeks to insert a new section 19.A in 
the Act to cast an obligation on the part of the dealer who has 
received any amount on account of price variation to submit the 
details thereof to the assessing authority within 30 days from the 
end of the year in which such amount has been received. 

7. Clause 10. - Under sub - section (3 ) of section 23 of the Act the 
dealer or cther person shall pay by way of penal interest if the tax 
assessed or any other amount due under the Act or an insta !ment 
thereof is not paid within the time specified therefor in the notice 
of demand or in the order permitting payment in instalments or 
witlıin the time allowed for its payment by the appellate or revising 
authority . This clause seeks to amend that sub -section for the purpose 
of charging penal interest when the dealer fails to pay the tax 
assessed or other amount due, within the time specified Rerefor in 
the Act or in the rules made thereunder also . 

8 . Clause 11. - Under section 25 of the Act the assessing autho 
rity may by notice in writing require any officer of the Government 
or local authority , company, firm , society or association of persons 
from whom money is due or may become due to the dealer to pay 
to the assessing authority so much of the money as is sufficient to 
pay the amount due by the dealer in respect of the arrears of tax, 


fee or peralty . This clause seeks to amend that section for the 
purpose of empowering the assessing authority to issue such notice 
to courls also . 

9. Clause 12. - Under the existing sub -section (6 ) of section 28 of 
the Act, seized records could be retained upto a maximum period of 
45 days with the permission of next higher authority . This clause 
sceks to ainend the said sub - section (6 ) to enable retention ol the 
scized records upto a maximum period of 60 days from the date uſ 
seizure, with the permission of next higher authority . 

10. Clause 13. - This clause seeks to insert a new section IS 
section 33A for empowering the officers not below the rank of an 
assessing authority to require warehousemen to furnish such parti 
culars as he may require in respect of goods deposited in his warc 
house by any dealer for the purpose of verifying the correctness of 
the returns submitted and accounts maintained by such 

11. Clau 14.- This clause seeks to amend section 34 of the Act 
to make the orders passed under section 19A appealable to the 
Appellate Assistant Commissioner .

12. Clause 15 . 

Sub- clause (a ).- Under the existing provision in section - 23 ct 
the Act, the Deputy Commissioner can revise only an orde passed 
or proceedings recorded under the Act by an officer of or below the 
rank of an Inspecting Assistant Commissioner. Certain posts of 
Salestax Officers were upgraded to the cadre of Assistant Commis 
sioners (Assessment) . The Deputy Commissioner cannot su moiu 
revise the orders passed by Assistant Commissioner under section 35 . 
This sub -clause seeks to amend the provisions in section 33 so as to 
enable sio motu revision in such cases also by the Deputy Conmis 
sioner . 

Sub - clause (b ).- This sub - clause seeks to insert a new sub 
scction as sub -section (2A ) in section 35 of the Act empowering the 
Deputy Commissioner to pass an order under sub- section ! 1) on any 
point which has not been decided in an appeal or revision referred 
to in clause (b ) of sub -section (2 ), before the expiry of a period of 
one year from the date of the order in such appeal or revision or 
before the expiry of the period of four years referred to in clause (c ) 
of that sub - section , whichever is later, 

13. Clause 16. - This clause seeks to insert a new sub - section (24) 
in section 37 of the Act empowering the Board of Revenue to pas3 
O an order under sub -section (1 ) on any point which has not becn 

decided in an appeal or revision referred to in clause (b ) of sub 
vection ( 2 ), before the expiry of a period of one year from the date . 
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of the order in such appeal or revision or before the expiry of a 
period of four years referred in clause (c) of that sub -section , wliich 
ever is later. 

14. Clause 17. - This clause seeks to omit section 45 of the Act 
which provides for the refund of tax levied and collected on the 
closing stock of goods liable to last purchase point tax in the event 
of the stock being sold to an assessable dealer within the State in 
the subsequent financial year. Since the turnover in respect of the 
closing stock of such goods liable to tax at the last purchase point 
is to be treated as a part of the total turnover of the subsequent year 
or each of the subsequent years in which the purchase acquires the 
character of last purchase under the Explanation sought to be inserted 
by sub -clause (4 ) of clause 2 there is no need to retain the said 
section 45. 


15. Clause 18 . 

Sub -clause ( a ).- Under sub -section ( 1 ) of section 45A , the 
maximum penalty to be imposed under that section is an amount 
of fifty yupees or twice the amount of salestax or other amount 
evaded or sought to be evaded . This sub - clause seeks to amend that 
sub -section to enhance the quantum of penalty to be imposed under 
the section to an amount not exceeding twice the amount of salestax 
or other amount sought to be evaded where it is practicable lo 
quantity the evasion or an amount not exceeding five thousand rupees 
in any other case. 

Sub - clause (b ).-- This sub - clause seeks to substitute sub -section ( 3 ) 
of section 45A to fix a time limit of thirty days for filing an applica 
tion for reduction or waiver of penalty to the Deputy Commission and 
also to make explicit provision for confirmation of original orders 
by the said authorities . 

16 . Clause 19. - This clause seeks to amend section 47 with a view 
to enhance the maximum limit of composition fee to be levied under 
that section from Rs. 1000 to Rs 5000 . 

17. Clause 20. - This clause seeks to amend section 54 of the Act 
for the purpose of enabling disclosure of particulars contained in 
salestax records to an officer of the Central Government also with 
Ilie permission of the higher authorities . 

18. Clause 21. - This clause seeks to insert a new section 
section 59A in the Act empowering the Government to determine 
the rate of tax , if a question arises as to the rate of tax leviable under 
the Act on the date of purchase of any goods. 

19. Clause 22. - This clause seek to amend the First Schedule to 
the Act, to effect certain changes in the rates of salestax in respect 
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of certain goods and also to modify the description of certain goods 
specified therein . 

20. Clause 23. - This clause seeks to amend the Third Schedule 
to the Act for the purpose of withdrawing the exemption on green 
tea leaves under entry 8 and also to provide for the statutory excmp 
tion in respect of arrack . 

21. Clause 24. - This clause seeks to validate the action taken by 
the Deputy Commissioners in having exercised suo motu revision of 
the orders passed by the Assistant Commissioner of Salestax who 
have been invested with the powers of an assessing authority . 

22. Other amendments proposed in the Bill are only consequential.
